9. IN RESPONSE TO A QUESTION ON THE REFUGEE SITUATION IN 
IRAN. HAQ SAID HE DID NOT KNOW HOW MF THEM WERE SHI AS 
AS OPPOSED TO SUNNIS. HE ADDED THAT THE IRANIANS DO NOT GIVE
